A 54-year-old man reported missing near Didsbury was 
located at 8 a.m. Jan. 6. 

Didsbury RCMP received a 911 cail from the man 
stranded on a rural road at 10:30 pin Ian. 5 . 

While travelling the road, the man’s truck lost a tire 
causing it to be disabled. 

When in conversation with police, the man was unfa¬ 
miliar with his surroundings causing hint to be unable to 
provide a location for his rescue. 

‘It was minus 10 degrees Celsius that night and he was¬ 
n't dressed for the weather,” said Didsbury RCMP Sgt 
Kevin O’Dwyer tiding that another concern was the 
man sleeping in Itis vehicle and being subject to the 
potential of carbon monoxide poisoning. 

"That's where our concern came in."

Climate change 
deserves big 
news status

Environment Canada has 
selected the melting of the polar 
ice cap as its number one news 
story of 2007 - saying it is evi¬ 
dence of the growing impact of 
global wanning and its potential 
to devastate the lives of every Canadian. 

“This is a chunk of ice the size of Ontario vanish¬ 
ing in one year," said Environment Canada clima¬ 
tologist David Phillips. “You can image the kind of 
emotion and shock when climatologists and scien¬ 
tists examined the ice imagery? They could see the 
ice absolutely disappearing before t heir eyes.” 

According to Environment Canada, scientists 
have found that sea ice in the arctic has shrunk to 
about four million square* kilometres over the past 
12 months, an increased rate of loss of 23 per cent 
compared with last year. 

So why should anyone care about what happens 
thousands of miles away in Canada’s arctic, or 
about climate change in general? Well if droughts 
and the resulting food shortages, increasingly vio¬ 
lent and unpredictable weather, forest fires on an 
unprecedented scale, and a host of other problems 
are of no concern, then Albertans shouldn’t be 
worried at all. 

The Harper government’s decision last year to 
cast off the Kyoto Protocol in favour of a still-to- 
be-implemented Canadian climate change plan. 
Well. Mr. Harper, the latest findings from the arc¬ 
tic should make it crystal clear that it’s time for 
your government to get moving. 

At the provincial level, the Stelmach government 
continues to maintain the stance taken by the 
Klein government before it: that any emission 
reductions will only be acceptable to All>erta it 
doesn’t unduly hurt the province’s economy. 

“How can we produce the amounts (of energy) 
that are being demanded around the world and 
lower the environmental footprint, especially in 
carbon dioxide production?" said Premier 
Stelmach. 

Premier Stelmach is right to defend Alberta’s 
interest when it comes to resource development. 
Nevertheless, Albertans exjM*ct the premier and 
his ministers to start working more closely with 
other stakeholders towards finding climate 
change answers. 

By naming the melting ice cap as its top story in 
2007, Environment Canada isn’t l>eing trivial - it is 
issuing a warning to everyone that climate change 
is a real and growing threat to human and animal 
health in this nation and throughout the world. 

Hopefully all stakeholders will take the 
Environment Canada wanting to heart and start 
doing more, much more, to set things right 

In the end, if things are allowed to continue on 
their current path of half measures and ongoing 
delays, climate change will certainly become - in 
the not-to-distant future - the biggest, baddest 
news story of them all.

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New bylaw offers softer punishment 

for minor crimes

The town says a new bylaw passed at its last town 
council meeting has caused some confusion and con¬ 
cern. 

The ii\jurious occupation of property bylaw was one of 
three bylaws proposed by Didsbury RCMP Cst. Robert 
Newton and passed by council, with the other two being 
the fireworks prohibition bylaw and the prohibition of 
projectile device bylaw. 

Town Municipal Clerk Luana Smith calls the new 
bylaw “important and very positive.” 

“Currently, if you were charged with a minor crime, you 
would have to be charged under the crime code, which 


would go on a criminal record.” 

Smith says such a crime would stay with anyone look¬ 
ing to gain new employment and needing to provide a 
criminal record check. 

“That can be too harsh for a minor crime," she said. 
“So what this does is it gives the RCMP and our Town 
Peace Officer another way to charge someone and show 
the seriousness of something without negatively affect¬ 
ing their future." 

Injurious occupation is defined in the bylaw as any 
action in which the peace officer , having regard for the 
circumstances at the time, and nature of the activity is 
likely to unreasonably cause disturbance to persons or 
property. 

Some of the possible complaints that could now be 


handled as a bylaw infraction rather than under the crim¬ 
inal code include mischief and causing a disturbance. 

While a recent letter to the editor published in the 
Didsbury Review expressed concern over the peace offi¬ 
cer, whether it be the municipal bylaw enforcement offi- 
cer Derek Sutherland ora member of the Didsbury RCMP, 
being given the power to play judge in certain situations. 

“In their training, they do have to make judgment 
calls,” said Smith. 

“But, they don’t have the final say. If you don’t agree, 
you have the option to appeal, go to court and have a 
judge make that decision...people in those positions 
have to make judgment calls all the time.” 

Newton acquired the idea for the bylaw from the Town 
of Sylvan Lake.

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A Didsbury woman’s compelling path to Buddhism

On a brisk winter morning, 16-year-old Cecilie Kwiat 
decides to join her friends, and cut class for the day. 

Kwiat is pumping with enthusiasm as she darts out 
the school’s doors and across the street to catch up 
with her pals. 

At that moment, everything changed and her life 
would never be the same. 

Kwiat was not only struck, but run over, by a four ton 
gravel truck. 

The experience left her lying in a hospital bed for 
three months. 

Medical professionals informed Kwiat the incident 
would leave her unable to walk. 

Stretched out in bed, Kwiat gazed out the hospital 
room window watching the Rocky Mountains and 
thinking about all the places in the world she wanted to 
see, but was uncertain if she ever could. 

“But I did walk," said the now Didsbury resident, 
revisiting her experience over 60 years later. 

“1 had a little hitch in my get-along." 

Even today, when walking through town, Kwiat 
remembers her meeting with the truck and appreciates 
her mobility. 

“This is a gift." 

Kwiat, emotionally rejuvenated after her quick physi¬ 
cal recovery went on a living-spree. 

While quenching her thirst for experience, like many 
young people some of Kwiat's decisions were regret¬ 
table. 

But as Kwiat explains it, in her calm, confident dispo¬ 
sition - and borrowed from her Buddhism studies, the 
reaction of shame for one’s actions is dynamically dif¬ 
ferent from a feeling of guilt. 

“The best morality is when you know you never want 
to do something again,” she said. 

“It's called shame. Shame is considered a moral qual¬ 
ity: when your whole body says ‘I don’t want to do that 
again.’" 

“What we call guilt, in the west, is basically self-cling¬ 
ing. Oh, how bad 1 am. It’s not a moral quality, it’s con¬ 
ceit. It’s all about me." 


Following her misadventures Kwiat decided to settle 
into a degree of normalcy and tackle the career of a 
secretary. 

One day at work, Kwiat, wearing a stylish beaded 
necklace while busy scribbling shorthand became dis¬ 
tracted by an unpleasant popping noise. 

“I didn’t know what it was, but then I realized my 



throat really hurt," she said. 

“I had taken my other hand and twisted the beads. 1 
was writing shorthand with one hand and with the 
other, I was choking myself. 


“This is the consciousness telling you something.” 

Next for Kwiat was a stint with friends in Northern 
California. 

Upon her return to Canada, armed with impression 
from the sights and sounds of San Francisco in the six¬ 
ties - Kwiat took her will to Toronto where she 
launched a crusade that caught the attention of nation¬ 
al media, including MacLean’s Magazine and CBC tele¬ 
vision. 

She provided a lecture on why people should smoke 
dope. 

But more important than that - and what fueled her 
campaign for marijuana legalization was a piece of the 
law that she felt gave too many young people a raw 
deal. 

“I found out that, if a bunch of kids were at a party 
and there were three joints and JO kids there, all of 
them would end up with criminal records,” she said. 

“I thought that was atrocious and scary...maybe 
some of them weren't smoking and were just watching 
them smoke.” 

Kwiat then tracked down civil lawyers that agreed to 
go to bat for youths that were charged criminally for 
simply attending a party that included pot smoking. 
She took that list of lawyer contacts, photocopied 
them, and brought them to area high schools. 

Through a series of circumstances, Kwiat, at the 
request of a friend, attended a class on Buddhism. 

“He was unlike anyone I had ever met," she said of 
her first experience with a Buddhism teacher. 

“He didn’t have anything he was hiding, inside or out¬ 
side.” 

Compelled by the teacher and his unique approach to 
the world, Kwiat was a regular student, often seated 
front row and peppering him with questions. 

After three months of classes, Kwiat was told, if she 
was to continue, she’d have to participate in medita¬ 
tion. 

“So, I stopped going,” she laughed. 

Still haunted by the guilt of regrets from her past, 
Kwiat hit an emotional low. 

This resulted in her finding her way back to 
Buddhism. 

Her teacher’s wisdom was much more vast than a 
phrase or two, but a sen¬ 
tence that was as meaning¬ 
ful as she can remember 
pours off her lips, “It’s the 
inner-war you have to stop." 

As she explains, her intel¬ 
lect didn’t respond to his 
statement, but rather some¬ 
thing deeper. 

“Some part of me said 
‘yes, you’re right.’" 

Meditation was still a 
daunting task for Kwiat. 

“You're sitting there and 
watching all your desires, 
fears and mundane 
thoughts rolling around 
without any distractions - 
you must be joking. Let’s 
not do that." 

Her involvement in 
Buddhism changed from an 
intense interest to a passion 
and something that took her 
through several highly- 
influential teachers. 

One day one of her teach¬ 
ers approached her after 
class and said, “you should 
teach now." 

Since then. Kwiat says she 
has worked with hundreds 
of people. Her students are 
not a regular group gath¬ 
ered in a classroom, but 
rather people she has 
crossed paths with over the 
years. 

“Some of them are 
Buddhists and some of 
them aren’t, and I don't 
care," she said. 

An example of someone 
she might teach, are college 
students taking time over 
reading week to visit Kwiat 
at her Didsbury home. 

“I’ll give them exercises to 
help centre themselves," 
she said. 

“...few people are inter¬ 
ested in going into the 
depths of the practice.” 

“Most people’s lives don’t 
support that, and that's 
quite reasonable." 

Kwiat has been a 
Didsbury resident since 
2000 .

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Colts slam league’s best 

Locals split Cochrane series

A young, maturing Mountain View Colts team, 
plagued by inconsistency entered the weekend with a 
tall task at hand. 

While buried in the Lakes Division cellar, the local 
Heritage Junior B Hockey team’s next opponent in a 
home-at-home series, was with the first place 
Cochrane Generals. 

Among many other statistics favouring the Generals, 
Cochrane’s 168 goals compared to the Colts with 91, 
was probably the most intimidating. 

The odds were stacked against Mountain View - but 
someone forgot to tell the players. 

Mountain View used a masterful third period to cata¬ 
pult themselves past the Generals by a 
final score of 6-3. 

Colts boss Cliff Murphy praised his 
club for their complete effort against a 
chart-topping adversary. 

“It was a game where we played 60 
full minutes of hockey and were able to 
control the play,” he said. 

“They have three of the elite scorers 
in the league, and our guys did a great 
job of shutting them down.”

to respond. 

Turville and Eric Becker kept the Colts in front with 
a marker each. 

But it was a three goal third period, featuring offence 
from Brad Edwards, Kobie Freeman, and Eric Becker 
that put the Generals out to pasture. 

Special teams were key in the victory, with the Colts 
capitalizing on two of six powerplay opportunities, 
and the local penalty kill troop leaving the Generals 
disappointed on seven man-advantage efforts. 

Jason Arnason was guarding the twine for the win, 
making several key stops in a 38 save performance. 

“Arnason had a really good first period for us,” said 
Murphy. “He withstood the storm early and from there 
we took over." 

Didsbury’s Jeff Clazie continues as the 
team’s most prolific weapon and one of 
the league’s top snipers with 36 points in 
21 games.

The game acted as the team’s annual charity game, 
with the purpose being to raise money for the pur¬ 
chase of a new defibrillator machine to be kept at the 
complex. 

Details on money raised from the event art' yet to be 
released. 

The Colts’ next match is versus the Ponoka
